Seized By Police 


Rome, May 11. 

Italian police — tonight 
pounced on a midget van 
loaded with explosives near 
the home of the Prenifer, 
Signor Mario Scelba. 

They sald they had ar- 
rested two men and one 
woman and identified them 
as members of a revolu- 
tionary Fascist organisation 
known as “Fasci Dell Azione 
Revoluztonaria.” 

A communique from police 
headquarters dented that the 
explosive was intended for an 
attempt on the life of the Prime 
Minister, who has been an object 
of Fascist hatred since he tried 
three years ago to ban the 
formation of a Neo-Fascist 


warty. 

It was understood that police 
had been watching for several 
days a secrot arms dump’ at 
Pletralata, on the outskirts of 
Rome. 

Today they saw a small van 
drive up to load a trunk and two 
suitcases. 

Aboard the van were a 
woman and two men. 

They followed it as it drove 
back into Rome. It stopped in 
a street close to that in which 
Signor Scelba lives, 

The men went off, apparent- 
ly to look fora temporary 
hiding place for their dangerous 
load, When they returned, 
the police pounced and arrested 
them and the woman,

Shungnak, Alaska, May 10 

A handful of Eskimo men and boys, helped by an 
American school teacher and his wife, are hard at work creating 
a new way of life for this tiny Arctic village called Shungnak. 

White prospectors have long been lured into this remote wilderness 
hy tales of a fabulous mountain of sdlid jade. 

But the people of Shungnak are improving on fiction with a modern 
success story of (heir creation of a thriving gem industry. Their infant 
jade project is a completely Eskimo écheame, from the original mining of 
the jade to the cutting, grinding and polishing of the gems.
